Treatment of Croup. 


Croup is au inflammation of tiie iuner 


surface of the windpipe. Inflammation im- 
plies heat, and that heat must be subdued 
or the 
patient, will inevitably die. If 


prompt efforts are made to cool the parts 
in case ofau attack of croup, relief will be 
as^ prompt as it is surprising and delightful. | 
Ail know that cold water applied to a hot 
skin cools it, but all do not as well know , 
aud understand that hot water applied to ' 
an inflamed skin will as certainly cool it oft. 
Hence the application of cold water with 
linen cloths, or of almost boiling water with 
woollen flannel, are very efficient in the 
cure of croup.. Take two or three pieces 
ot woollen flannel of two folds, large enough, 
to cover the whole throat and upper part 
of the chest; put these iu a pan of water 
as hot as the hand can bear, and keep it 
thus hot by adding water from a boiling 
tea-kettle at hand; let two of the flannels 
be in hot water all the time, and oue on 
the throat all the time, with a dry flannel 
covering the wet one, so as to keep the ' 
steam in to some extent; the flannels should j 
not be so wet, when puc on, as to dribble 
.he water, for it is important to keep the 
clothing as dry as possible, and the body 
aid feet of the child comfortable and warm. ' 
As soon as one flannel gets a little cool, put 
on another hot (me, with as little interval 
if exposure as possible, and keep up the 
process until the doctor comes, or until the 
phlegm i= loose, the child easier, aud be-' 
gins to fall asleep; then gently wrap a dry 
fljunel over the wet one which is on, so as 
cover it up thoroughly, and the child is 
saved. 
When it wakes up both flannels 


will be dry.—Hall's .Journal.

Indian Affairs, 


Our Indian affairs are in a very unsettled 


and unsatisfactory condition. 


The spirit of rebellion against the au- 


thority of the Government, which has nro- 
cipitated a large number of States into op,-:!i 
revolt, has been instilled into a portion of 
the Indian tribes by emissaries from the in- 
surrectionary States. 


The large tribes of Cherokces, Chicka- 


saws and Choctaws, situated in the South- 
ern supertn tendency, have suspended all 
intercourse with the agents of the United 
States. 


Although the Indian office lias not been 


able to procure definite information of the 
condition of affairs, and of the extent 
t>> 


which the Indians have assumed a hostile 
attitude, enough has been ascertained to 
leave no roora'or doubt that the influences 
which hava been exerted upon the Indians 
have been sufficient to induce a portion of 
them to renounce the authority of the U. 
States and to acknowledge that of (he rebel 
government. 
' > 


The tribes upon the Pacific slope of the - 


Rocky Mountains have manifested a tur- 
bulent spirit, but have committed no acts 
of violence. 


Much trouble has been experienced in - 


New Mexico from depredations committed 
by some of the tribes Jo that Territory. The 
preseBce of a military force in the Territory 
is indispensable to preserve the peace and 
cssuse the Indians to respect the laws. 


The tribes in Kansas and Nebraska, and, 


in the States of the North-west, are gradu- 
ally progressing in the arts of civilization. 
The plan of allotting portions of their res- 
ervations to the individual members of tho 
tribes has been found by experience to re- 
sult beneficially. 
Many of them have im- 


proved their lands and become quite pro- 
ficient as farmers. 
A continuation of this 


policy, by familiarizing them 
with the 


habits of agricultural life, will gradually 
lead them to depend upon -the cultivation; 
of the soil for subsistence, 


The practice of licensing traders to traf- 


fic with the Indians has been productive ' 
of mischievous results. 
Tho money receiv- 


ed by them in payment of their annuities 
generally passes into the bauds of tho tra- 
ders, while the Indians receive from -thorn • 
goods at a profit of from ono to throo ,yr s
